2 o'clock 
last Saturday 
morning tho peoplo ofSafford were 
startled by tho rapid and

firing of guns.

rushed to their windows to bo mot 
by a lurid 
glare 
of light coming

tho town was burning up. 
Jiun 
dreds of people woro soon gather 
ed at tho sccno of tho fire, but woro 
unable to 
do anything
